SHALL WE HAVE ‘CHEAPER STEEL? 

At the last conference of the United 
States Steel corporation and other steel 
manufacturers it- wae agteed to let prices 
alone., Since then the demand has fallen 
of slightly. The new business of the 
steel corporation for December was beléw | 
that of November. It is operating on a 
basis of only about 50. per cent of its 
capacity. In view of this poor showing 
it is possible that at the next conference 
to be held early in January the adivisa- 
bility of eutting prices a little in the 
hope of etimulating the demand may be 
discussed. 

It is a question whether it would have 
that effect in a marked degree at this 
time. A decline of activity in’ most in- 
dustries is discernible. The decrease in 
importations of crude and partly finished 
materials for manufacturers’ use iniplies a 
similar decrease in the consumption of 
domestic materials. ‘The manufacturers 
might not be tempted just now by cheaper 
steel. As for the railroads, they are pro 


fessing extreme poverty and inability to 


bay at any price. 
And yet the experiment is worth try- 
ing, it, as is alleged, some of the inde- 


‘pendent steel courpanies are doing a pass- 


ably good business because they have 
shaded ptices.@ little, The steel éor- |

The government asserts that congress has 
the power not only to indicate its will, but 
the power to enforce observance of it. So 
the conclusion is reached that if a “ reason- 
able necessity ” arises, congress may strike 
down by statute a thing outside of inter- 
state or foreign commerce that interferes 
with this supreme will. 

Where “Necessity”. May Arise. 

In order for.a “‘reasonable necessity ”’ to 
arise, tt is said in the brief that a certain 
nearness of relationship must exist between 
what the etatute directly etrikes and inter- 
etate or foreign commerce. That rejation- 
ship, it is acknowledged, probably is not sus- 
septible of rigorous definition. 

* Mere indirect, incidental, or remote effect 
on commerce is not sufficient.” the govern-
